Insurgents Will Ask an Adjourn- 
of House Till Commission's Re- 
port is Ready.

The cpposing parties in the Legis- 
Jature are lining up their forees for 
another big battele and one which it 
is predicted will be more far reaching 
in its effects than the skirmishes of 
the paet five weeks. 

With the unanimous vote yesterday 
for the appointment of the judicial 
commission of investigation it was 
thought by some that the breach be- 
tween the divergent elements in the 
Libera] benches had for the time been 
healed and that the business of the 
session would now go on smoothly to 
ita close. 

The Cushing-Boyle-Riley portion of 
the party are now preparing to take 
a stand for an adjournment of the 
House for a period of six weeks or 
two months until the judicial investi- 
gation is completed and the report of 
the commission is ready for submis- 
sion to the House. The one thing 
which they will fight to the finish is 
the completion of the business at the 
session in the next few weeks and 
prorogation until next winter. 


The Opponents’ Weapon. 

The opponents of the government 
have one big weapon and that is their 
refusal to vote supplies. This will tie 
up all business and if continued will 
force the government to accede to the 
demands, 

It is understood that the proposal of 
the insurgents is to pass a vote cover- 
ing a period of two or three months 
only, thus retaining a hold on the 
government that will compel the cal 
ling together of the legislature about 
May next. 

Members Want to go Home. 

Another argument quoted in ‘avor 
of an adjournment for some weeks is 
that many of the members wish to 
get home to do their spring work. This 
is ano the case among southern 
members ‘lor seeding operations have 
dlready ‘begun in the southern part of 
the province and will be in full swing 
in the course of a few days. 

What course the government will 
take has not yet been announced. They 
may endeavor to force through the cn- 
tire ‘business at the present time using 
the majority which they now have to 
carry out their policy. 

Discussion to Begin Soon. 

The discussion on this question will 
likely begin tomorrow or pethaps this 
afternoon. 

Tomorrow the resolution of George 
P. Smith, Camrose, comes up fer con- 
sideration.

CANADA’S TRADE SHOWS 
ENORMOUS INCREASES 


For Month of February Increase Over 
Corresponding Month Last Year 
Was $8,202,374 — For Eleven 
Months of Fiscal Year Incre-se 
Has Been Over 20 Per Cent. 


Ottawa, Ont., Mar. 16.—The total 
trade of Canada for February was 
$46,291,201 an increase of $8,202,374 
over February of last year, For the 
eleven months of the fiscal year the 
total trade has been $610,577,981, an 
increase of $104,113,307, or over 20 
per cent as compared with the cor- 
responding cleven ‘ months of last 
fiseal year, and constituting a new 
record for Canada. Imports for the 
month totalled $30,341,462, an increase 
of $7,152,794. For the eleven months 
the imports totalled $332,391,669, an 
increase of $68,131,239. 

The exports of domestic products 
for the month totalled $15,337,043, an 
increase of a little over ope million. 
Exports of domestic products for 
eleven months totalled $257,012,262, an 
increase of $32,805,650. Of this Jat- 
ter an increase of about seventeen 
millions was in agricultural exports. 
About seven and a half millions was 
in exports of the forest and about 
two millions in exports of manufac- 
tures. Exports of foreign products for 
eleven months totalled $21,174,050, an 
dncrease of a little over three millions. 

The total customs revenue for the 
eleven fhonths was $53,781,333, an in-

to take part in imperial diplomatic 
problems, which concerned their own 
relations with the world powers. 

When any question arose affecting 
any Overseas Dominion he believed 
in the mother country putting the 
greatest faith in the statesmen of the 
Dominion offected. ‘What we had to 
aim at, he continued, was co-operation 
and common action, For any question 
to be settled wholly at say, Melbourne, 
would ibe as ‘bad as if it were settled 
wholly in Downing street.

sion of the twe-fth legislature of the 
provinee of Manitoba came to an end 
yesterday afternoon with all the amen- 
j ities, grave and gay, sanctioned by pre- 
;cedent and long usage to the accom- 
paniment of the tri-partite ‘bow per- 


stormed very correctly on this as on 
previous occasions by the speaker and 
his honor’s private seeretary. The 
licutenant-governor, Sir Daniel Me- 
Millan, gave his assent to the acts 
passed during the session. His honor 
then expressed satisfaction with the 
labors of Manitoba's legislators and 
dismissed them with his good wishes. 
Elevator Bill Most |mportant. 

During the session 121 ‘bills were 
passed ‘by the House. Perhaps the 
most important were a /bill providing 
for the government ownership of ele- 
vators, a ‘bill granting a ‘bonus of $50,- 
000 to either Winnipeg or St, Boniface 
in aid of a public abbatoir and live 
stock market and a bill providing for 
workmen's compensation. 

While the House was awaiting the 
arrival of the lieutenant governor,Hon. 
Robert Rogers asked leave to make a 
statement respecting certain matters 
brought up during the session. In 
connecting with the Montague syndi 
cate matter the acting premier read a 
letter addressed to him by Hon. Dr. 
W. H. Montague, in which the latter 
stated that while his syndicate had 
purchased lands from the Manitoba 
government the prices paid were those 
at which the lands were ordinarily of- 
fered for sale and no special conces- 
siéns had been received. The reserv- 
ing of an interest in the syndicate for 
himself and the premier had ‘been done 
without the knowledge or consent of 
either. 

That Bulky Package. 

With regard to the bulky package 
which he was alleged to have received 
from the south, Mr. Rogers explained 
the same as being mining stock certi- 
ficates which a company, in which he 
had been interested in Rat Portage, 
had tried to sell in New York. The 
attempt had ‘been unsuccessful and 
the certificates had been returned. 

A feature of the final sitting was a 
minority report ‘brought in by the op- 
position. Among many serious state 
ments contained in this report were 
the following: That the trust accounts 
of the province are not audited ‘by the 
provincial auditor; that the telephone 
accounts have been removed irom the 
jurisdiction of the provincial auditor 
by the executive; that the site of the 
Morden telephone exchange on a back 
etreet was purchased for $2500. where- 
as its outside value with the guilding 
on it was $900; that severa! officials, 
notably Crown Prosecutor Hastings, 
Schoo] Organizer Badersky and Road 
Tnspectors Shields and Borthwick 
render inadequate service for the re 
muneration paid them; that employees 
of the Agricultural college and othe: 
departments of the public service do 
partizan work at election times and 
that files are renntted without appar 
ent justification or explanation,

After Whole Afternoon's Discussion 
Resolut.on For Judicial Enquiry 
Satisfactory to All. 


With the government coneeding 
every demand of the members of the 
opposition for the fullest investiga- 
tion into the creation, organization 
and incorporation of the Alberta and 
Great Waterways railway and the con- 
tract for the guaranteeing of bonds, 
the premier’s amended resolution, for 
a judicial commission was unanimods- 
ly passed, by the legislature yest ; 

The discussion on the terms aud 
conditions of the resolution © ied 
the entire afternoon session and .t 
was not until the House met at night 
that a vote was reached. By that 
time the resolution had been put in 
such shape that it peceived the ap- 
proval of every member of the House. 

The debate yesterday resulted in 
favor of the government or the dissen- 
tients according to the view point. 
The government supporters say: “We 
conceded everything. asked for in 
order that the fullest investigation 
would be secured.” The insurgents 
reply: ‘‘We forced the government to 
grant unwillingly one after another, 
the concessions that we demanded to 
secure a complete inquiry,” 

Premier Brings Up Resolution. 

The question was first brought to 
the attention of the House by Pre- 
mier Rutherford, who presented the 
resolution as it stood on the order 
paper. The attorney-general immedi- 
ately introduced an amended drait 
which he said had the approval of the 
judges and this was further changed 
at a joint conference between Mr. 
Cross and Mr. Bennett, who brought 
back to the House a resolution ac. 
ceptable to both 

On the point being raised by Mr, 
Boyle the speaker ruled that ne 
resolution inasmuch as it involved 
a money grant to put it into effect re- 
quired consideration in committee of 
the whole. It was then taken up in 
conmnittee and the discussion con- 
tinued until six o'clock. Immediately 
after meeting at eight o’clock a vote 
was taken and a unanimous vote in 


“favor resulted. 


Government Agreed. 

With the exception of the insertion 
of the last cleuse providing that the 
commissioners may hear any counsel 
than those selected if they see fit, tha 
government readily agreed to all the 
amendment. On the last amendment is 
was not until W. F. Puffer, one cf 
the government's twenty, had expres 
sed himself in favor of the conten. 
tions of Messrs. Boyle, Riley and Ben. 
nett, that this was agreed to, and dur- 
ing the recess between the afternoon 
and the evening sessions a proviso coy- 
ering the contention of the opposition 


was drafted and submitted br the at , 


torney-eoncral.

Where Resolution Was Changed. 

The resolution first provided that 
the investigation should embrace ‘the 
imaking or entering into of the con- 
tract between the government and the 
Alberta and Great Waterways Rail- 
way company.’ On the suggestion +f 
Mr. Bennett who conferred with the 
atorney-general, it was made to refe. 
to the creation, incorporation or or- 
ganization or the making or entering 
into of the contract.’ This allowed 
for the investigation to go back to 
the disposal of the charter secturgd by 
J. K. Cornwall, Peace River in 1906. 
The word “pecuniarily’ was also 
stricken out where the commission 
were instructed to inquire if an 
members or Officials were interested, 
Mr. Bennett. contended that the word 
‘‘peuniarily” implied graft and tuere 
had been no charge of graft in tae 
House. 

The Selection of Counsel. 

The big question under discussion 
in committee, was the selection of 
counsel to conduct the case before 
the commission. The attorney-gen- 
eral contended that as the judges 
asked to be allowed to select their 
own counsel no appointments should 
be made by parties interested, He 
contended that the investigation was 
rot a trial in which there were plain- 
tiife and defendants. but rather an 
inquiry into the facts of the acse.

WASHINGTON SEES A 
TARIFF WAR COMING

Change in Stand Already Taken.

Washington, D. C., Mar. 15.—Un- 
less the attitude of both Canada and 
the United States changes materially 
at an early date there is a lamentable 
possibility of a tariff war which will 
react injutiously wpon both countries, 
hurtful alike to producers: ,manufact- 
urers, merchants, importers, and ex- 
porters, 

It is well known here that the Can- 
adian government has decided not to 
grant the benefits of the French 
treaty to the United States in return 
for the minimum Amefican tariff, 
and this “stand pat’ decision ap- 
parantly blocks the way leading to an. 
amicable adjustment. 

The threatened imposition of a sur. 
tax against United States produce also 
adds materially to the unfavorable 
aspect of the situation. President 
Taft and -his advisers are far from 
anxious to have a tatiff war and will 
in alf likihood exhaust diplomatic 
efforts’ to avert. it. 

Its Political Effect. 

Republican congressmen in border 
states, whose trade relations with the 
Dominion. are intimate and continu. 
ous. observe the situation with exceed- 
ing interest. One of them asserting 
that unless this tariff war is avoided, 
and Canada is given favorable mini- 
mum rates, most of those states will 
return full Democratic’ delegations to 
the sixty-third congress. Neither 
President Taft nor Speaker Cannon 
Cesire such a contingency. 

But it is pointed out that the maxi- 
mum rates against imports from Can- 
ada are decidedly lower than the duty 
imposed by Canada on imports from 
the United States. : 

This was true under the Dingley 
Jaw and the difference is directed 0 
be even greater under the Payne Al!- 
drich Act. 

It is also declared, Canada has guat- 
anteed to France a reduction in dut- 
ies of from two and one half to five 
per cent from prvious rates, and that 
this reduction under the condition 
imposed upon the Dominion govern- 
ment has been automatically extended 
to twelve other nations. Both govern- 
ments must eventually recede from 
their advanced antagonistic positions 


so as to reach an amicable adjuat- 
ment. 
Canada Standing Pat. 
Ottawa, Ont., Mar. 16.—The_ situ- 


ation with regard to the tarfff em- 
broglio between Canada and the 
United States presents from the Ot- 
tawa standpoint tonight few new 
developments. The general concen- 
sus of opinion among members on 
both sides of the House, backed by 
statements received from representa- 
tives of many manufacturing and in- 
dustrial interests throughout the coun- 
try, is that the firm attitude taken 
by the government against conceding 
to the United States all or any “f 
concessions granted to France under 
the mutally beneficial arrangements 
with that country, is the only proper 
and self respecting course for Canada 
to take. ; 

Despite the imminence of a tariff 
war, there is absolutely no sign vf 
weakening noticeable in any quarter 
here. ‘Canada stands pat,’ is the 
watchword among both Liberals and 
Conservatives and this attitude has 
not been assumed without a very care- 
ful and comprehensive view of the 
whole situation of the probable effect 
of a tariff war on Canada. 

Are Behind the Government. 

The government has had assurances 
from almost every quarter that the 
stand of maintaining Canadian inde 
pendence of the United States in the 
matter *{ making fiscal agreements 
with other nations and in the matter 
of declining to grant speéial tariff 
favors to the United States, except on 
@ basis of equal returns, for such 
fevors would be generally supported. 
‘As iar as can be learned from authori- 
tative sources here, Canada has con- 
cluded her case and has nothing fur 
ther toi dd to what was told American 
tariff delegates here last week. 

In sporting parlance it is now up to 
President Taft. If the American 
tariff law is inelastic that a point 
cannot be strained to meet the Ameri- 
can view that theoretically at least 
Canada ts unduly discriminating 
against the United States by reason 
of the French treaty, and if the let- 
ter of the law must override the com- 
mercial and national interests of both 
countries, averse to any tariff hositili- 
ties, then it is felt that Canada, at 
least, i¢ not to blame for the conse- 

enc, a 
Tt is understood in the Canddian 
capital that there will be no definite 
concluding reported by President Taft 
as to question of undue discrimination 
by Canada. until a similar difficulty 
between France and the United States 
has been dealt with. No definite 
word from Washington is expected for 
a week or so yet, It is understood 
that the minister of finance. will-maks 
a statement in the Commons relative 
to the comparative tariff rates | now 
prevailing in Canada and the UniteJ 
States in the products mutually ex- 
changed. The government here dis- 
putes the correctness of the conclus- 
ion drawn from the statement handed 
out at Washington last week, that on 
the whole Canadian duties on im- 
ports. As was pointed out by your 
correspondent yesterday the argument 
as to the average duty on an ad val- 
orem basis isa fallacy, analized in the 
light of actual conditions. On the 
basis of specifie duties, covering the 
whole range of eager of aoe coun- 
try, the figures will show the reverse 
of the - ia drawn by Nie Btate- 
ment handed out at Washington. It 
it believed that the fairest way to 
state a case is to deal with the exports 
of each country whieh are practically 
prohibited = from exchange by the 
respective tariff walls of the two 
COURLT iL.

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LLOYDMINSTER FAVORS 
A PORK PACKING PLANT 


Large Meeting of the Local Branch of the 
United Farmers of Alberta Address- 
@d by Live Stotk Commissioner Stev- 
ens and President Jas. F. Bower. 
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Lleydminster, March 15—Saturday’s 
meeting of the United Farmers of Al- 
berta in Lloydminster branch, assembled 
to hear the Government representative, 
W. F. Stevens and Jas, F. Bower, Red 
Deer, the president of the United 
Farmers, on the subject of the proposed 
pork packing plant to be built and oper- 
ated by a government loan, 

The hall was crowded with farmers 
from every part of the district, A. J. 
Backwell taking the chair supported by 
the secretary W. Linton. The able ex- 
position by Messrs. Stevens and Bower 
of the Government plans with regard to 
the establishment of the plant, gave such 
complete satisfaction to their hevrers 
that there was a practically unanimous 
signing, by the farmers present, of the 
papers to be sent to the authorities ‘n- 
dicating the capacity of the district for 
regular hog production. 

In the course of a long and intensely 
interesting address Mr. Stevens explain- 
ea the amount of financial aid the gov- 
ernment were prepared to give to ensure 
the building and operation of the plant. 
He impressed upon. his hearers that such 
nid would be purely in the nature of a 
loan to be repaid gradually the time 
taken to repay same depending naturally 
upon the annual output of the plant | 

Explains Fully the Plan. 

He elucidated fully the plan by which 
the farmers would gradually repay the 
whole sum advanced by the government 
and so become, eventually, the sole own- 
ers and profit sharers of the plant. It 
was pointed out the enormous benefit to 
every hog-raiser of holding a personal 
interest in the institution which ensured 
the mest profitable handling of his pro- 
duction but it must be noted that the 
government could not finance the schemo 
unless an annual delivery of 50,000 hogs 
Was guaranteed by the farmers of Al- 
berta. 

Mr. Stevens also gave his audienco 
some invaluable facts, based upon scien- 
tifie experimentation, as to cost of pro- 
duction to the farmer, when hogs are 
prope rly handled from birth to the mar- 
et. 


Mr. Bower the president of the U.F.A. 
also spoke at some length emphasising 
and elucidating other points and details 
and fully endorsing and expressing the 
approval of the association for the gov- 
ernment offer. 

An Unexpected Interruption. 

The end of the meeting was somewhat 
marred by a person, unknown in this 
town, jumping up in the body of the 
hall and beginning a long tirade against 
pork packing plants in general and the 
Alberta Government in particular. His 
peroration wascut short by the manifest 
signs of disapproval from the farmers, 
aind his untimely and uncalled for action 
was invalidated by a hearty vote of 
thanks from the audience to Messrs. Stev- 
ens and Bower being unanimously pase- 
ed. 

In the evening the association held a 


dinner at the Alberta Hotell Messrs. 
Stevens and Bower being among the 


guests. After the repast there was a 
very successful concert many good ‘items 
being contributed by Messrs. Kieser, G. 
Adams, Avenel, J. McCormick, Owen and 
many others, patting a final and pleas- 
ant finish to one of the most auspicious 
meetings of the season.

There was definite charges of 
dishonesty and general incompetency 
against only 30 of these men. The 
others were, let out “for tne good of 
the service,” and no other explanation 
was made, By this Organizer Pratt 
understood that the members of the 
union were to be gradually weeded out 
of the side, and the strike immediataly 
followed. 

At first the union men stood on the 
proposition that every one of the 173 
me nmust return to work or there 
could ba no peace. 

Many Secret Conferences. 

Today there have been many secret 
conferences between men on both 
sides of the question and they are 
gradually drawing nearer to the 
ground upon which they mué#t even- 
tually meet. Whether the union will 
waive the restoration of the 173 men 
discharged or the company wil! con- 
sent a return of those of the men 
against whom nothing has been defi- 
nitely alleged ,only time will show, 
but it is that body of 173 men who 
stand between Philadelphia and peace 
tonight. : 
. Peace must come; it is only a mat- 
ter of how lone the company can 
stand out against jt. Its position +s 
becoming weker day by day and it has 
in no sense been strengthened by its 
unwillingness to meet the union men 
on polite and friendly terms. 

The union men have the state wide 
strike as a weapon. Today E. E. 
Greenawalt, president ‘of ithe -state 
federation of labor, left for Lancaster, 
where he will discuss with the other 
leaders the question of calling out the 
state wide strike. 

This statement was given out by the 
union leaders: 

May Cali State Wide Strike. 

“We hope to affect setlement in the 
Philadelphia situation within 48 hours 
and have no desire to call a state 
wida strike, but will do so if forced to. 
The stumbling block to arbitration ia 
Philadelphia is Clarence Wolf, who 
is one of the biggest holders of the 
Transit company. Other influences 
are in favor of it, but the interests he 
represents are against it. 

The stand he has taken in this mat- 
ter will kill bis political chances in 
the future, as it has antagonized the | 
entire labor element. 

The attitude of the city is one cf 
the most patient ‘expectancy. The 
strikers are so well satisfied with the 
present state of affairs that they have4 
not of late been resorting to any sort 
of violence. They think they can win 
their point without any more oppo- 
sition. 

When both sides reach an agreement 
on the disposition of the 173 men 
whose discharge brought ‘about the 
strike, then peace will be reached. It 
seems a small matter when the im- 
mence interests of the city are 40 
deeply involved.

Sensation Catised in Manitoba Legis- 
lature by Taking of Receipt.

BLUFFING. 

A Washington despatch intimates 
that President Taft may find it neces- 
: sary to declare that Canada diserimin- 
ates against United States goods by 
reason of the French treaty and of the 
trade arrangement with Germany, and 
that on this ground he may decide to 
include Canada among the countries 
whose goods must pay heavier duty 
to enter the United States, An Ottawa 
despatch in reference to this cites the 
possibility of Canada replying to any 
duch action ‘by a retaliatory surtax 
on United States goods. It is prob- 
agle that both the Washington and the 
Ottawa despatches are what is known 
commonly as “bluff.” It seems neces- 
sary in the conduct of national affairs 
to ‘do more or less talking for the 
benefit the other ‘fellow The 
chances are that both of these de- 
spatches were intended for consump 
tion on the other side of the ‘border 
and each intended to incline the other

party to a more concessional frame of 
mind, There does not seem very much 
yeason to fear either that the United 
States will increase the duty on Can- 
adian goods or that if the Republic did 
so Canada would retaliate. President 
Taft undoubtedly holds the power to 
impose heavier ‘burdens on his people 
for the Canadian goods they buy. But 


’ 
the people on whom the burden would 


full are voters, and if indications count 
for anything they have got about as 
much tariff taxes now as they are 
willing to stand for. Undoubtedly the 
Aldrichs control the process of law 
for the time and wield a 
mighty influence in the country at 
election times. But there is a limit 
even to the power of organized capital 
and political machinery. If Mr. W. 
R. Hearst does not own all the papers 
in the Middle West there is in that 
country a decided and widespread 
notion that the people are paying all 
they should be required to pay ‘or 
things they find it necessary to im- 
port, from Canada and elsewhere. The 
movement there is not over-particular 
about party lines and Repubjican 
congressmen are found saying as hard 
things about the injustice and unwis- 
dom of the existing tariff as could well 
be said by a dyed-in-the-wool Demo- 
ecrot, That the President desires to 
further antagonize these men is not 
to be supposed, nor that he is ¢blivi- 
ous to the danger of doing so even 
at the dictation of the tremendous in- 
terests which would urge him to bind 
the yoke still tighter upon them, All 
the indications are that the United 
States is approaching a turning point 
in its tariff career and that the people 
and the protected interests are to line 
up more squarely than ever before

As for Canada’s end of the devi 
there is little in the record of the 
Laurier Government to indicate them 
willing to adopt th: retaliation pol'ty 
whatever the United States cr its 
President may do. Neither 15 there 
any apparent desire on the part ot 
anybody in Canada that the tariff of 
thie country should be made in Wash- 
ington, The time was when Canada, 
an unknown country among the na- 
tions of the world, laboring under the 
stress of depression and with no pros 
pect but to the soyth, was very anx: 
ous to better trade relations with the 
United States. The Canadian peovle 
are still thoroughly willing and meas- 
ureb'y anxious to better those rela- 
tions, But their anxiety is not of the 
some pressing nature of a fewygarrs 
einer. Canada has increased her tits 
ure in the last ten years. The nations 
fmeross the seas have learned of us 
aod are anxious to do business with 


us, Overcrowded Europe is a work- 
shop whose products must find mar- 
kets across the seas and whose people 
must draw their supplies from distant 
countries, The British manufacturer 
and dealer wae never so eager to push 
business lin Canada and with Canada 
as he is at present, France demone- 
trated her willingness to do business 
with us by concluding a treaty which 
opens markets in either country to 
the products of the other on advan- 
tageous terms. Germany has got tired 
of hostilities, has lowered the extra 
barriers she raised against our pro- 
ducts, and there ia every reason to 
believe she is ready to agree to some- 
thing further in the way of mutual 
concessions, Italy known to be 
desirous of promoting trade relations 
with us. Across the Pacific we have 
found a market in Japan already of 
importance and certain to grow. 
China, too, is rapidly preparing to 
tuke a position among the great trad- 
ing nations of the world, and our 
proximity affords us an adVantage in 
doing business there. Altogether the 
situation (s one which Canada may 
contemplate with satisfaction rather 
than alarm. Certainly there is noth- 
ing in it to incline us to allow the 
tariff makers in Washington to force 
us to lower our duty whether we want 
to do so or not, ‘by raising their dut- 
ies agwinst our goods. The Canadian 
duty is made with an eye to the re- 
quirements of the Government and to 
the condition of the Canadian people. 
There is nothing intentionally offen- 
in it to any power, nor should 
there be. On the other hand there és 
sentiment in it to the extent of the

They are pre- 
pared with a view to setting certain 
facts of general interest before the 
public, bearing on the cost of living, 
and are written with fairness to deal- 
ers in food stuffs and other house- 
hold products, both wholesale and 
retail.

If market reports are to be trusted, 
the relative cost of a number of im. 
portant commodities in eight of the 
principal cities of the Dominion may 
be gathered from the subjoined table, 
in which the latest market quotations 
are given, These prices are almost 
identical with wholesale prices, and 
while they do not indicate what goods 
are selling for in the retail stores, may 
be taken as fairly indicative of the 
proportionate cost of various house- 
hold commodities at the present time 
in the cities enumerated, It will be 
observed that in meats Edmonton 
prices ate among the lowest, and that 
in other commodities, Winnipeg, Cal- 
gary snd Edmonton prices are about 
on a par. Flour is cheaper in Win 
nipeg than in any other city, and_less 
expensive in Edmonton than in Van- 
couver or Montreal. Vancouver prices 
are uniformly the highest of the eight 
cities in which prices are compared.

This 
necessitates a price for such parts that | 
will be sufficient to make up for 
losses on the less desirable parts of 
the animal, These, however, as a 
rule, are disposed of to the cheaper 
restaurants without loss. 

A carcase of beef, which can be 
bought wholesale in Edmonton — for 
an average of seven cents a pound, is 
sold in the city, retail, with a small 
percentage of loss at fully twice that 
amount.

Enthusiastic Speeches in London—Wave of Enthusiasm Surging Through 
Old Country in Anticipation of Festival to be Held in Crystal Palace 


in May, June and July. 


All over the old ‘country a wave oi 
enthusiasm jis surging in anticipation 
of the great, Festival of Empire, to be 
held at the Crystal palace, London. 
May, June and July. The central fea- 
ture of the festiva will be the pageant 
of London: “Heats of the Empire,” 
presented ‘by 15,000 performers ander 
the direction of Mr. Frank Lascelles, 
who will be responsible for the South 
Airican Union Parliament pageant in 
the autumn. Special contingents from 
the Overseas States are to figure in 
the grand finale of the pageant of Lon- 
don, and in the Crystal palace. itself a 
colonial exhibition will be held. 

To inaugurate the festival of em- 
pire a luncheon was held in the Sa- 
voy hotel, on Wednesday, February 
23, the Right Hon. the Earl of Ply- 
mouth, chairman of the council, pre- 
siding. Among those present were: 
The Duke of Marlborough, Lord Des- 
borough, Lord Wenlock, Lord Kin- 
nainl, Lord Barnard, Sir Edwin Corn- 
wall, M.P., the Hon. A. A. Kirkpa- 
trick,, Captair Muirhead-Collins, Sir 
Harry Samuel, Captain Sir 
Pieter Bam, M.L.A., South Africa, Sir 
George Frampton, R.A., Professor 
Oman, Sir Godfrey Lagden, Sir Geo.

“The Heart of the Empire.” 


Mr. G. Lauren’: Gomme: My lords 
and gentlemen, ..e toast which has 
been entrusted to me was originally 
intended to be proposed by a really 
great Londoner. I mean the presi- 
dent of the Local Government Board 
(Mr, John Burns), but he is not able 
to be with us today. As chairman 
of this historical pageant, I am cog- 
nisant of tle fact that it is extremely 
difficult to know to what London the 
pageant appeals to. There are some 
of us who want to go back to its pre- 
historic times and refer to the Celtic 
London that gave it a name, There 
are some others who want to go back 
to the Roman Imperial City, which 
gave’an imperial constitution to Rome, 
and there are others who want to 
come down the stream of time to the 
Anglo-Saxon period which restored 
the commercial supremacy of London, 
Then there, are the Plantaganets and 
the Stuart periods. of Londen, until 
we come to the London of today, And 
I venture to think that in the three 
gentlemen who are to respond to this 
toust we have this feeling properly ex- 
pressed. The first is the chairman 
of the London County Council, who 
represents not, perhaps, the historic 
sense, but he represents the millions 
of the modern people of London. 
(Hear, hear.) Then there is our 
friend Sir George Wyatt Truscott, who 
has tilled the great chair of lord mayor 
of London, who has done so much for 
this pageant, and who represents the 


historic sense connected with the 
pageant. (Cheers.) Finally, there is 
a representative of the press in the 


person of my iriend, Mr, J. A. Spen- 
dier, of the Westminster Gazette— 
(cheers)—who shows how London cares 
tor and tries to understand the affairs 
of the empire, Well, we who = are 
gathered together here in order to 
represent you at some time or another 
in the pageant of this great city, ask 
oursélves as an elementary proposi- 
tion whether we look upon London as 
au city with a great imagination, a 
great ideal, and a great hope, or whe- 
ther we look upon it as a city of dull 
desires. I for one, sir, believe en- 
tirely that the former is the real ideal 
of London, and that the pageant of 
London is going to show it. (Chears.) 
{ cannot but think of the great 
roll of big Londoners who have gone 
before in ages past. There is Whit- 
tington, known to everybody. John 
Carpenter, the founder of the scheol 
where 1 was educated, and which first 
of all sent on the torch of education; 
Gresham and Shakespeare, the biggest 
Londoner of all, Johnson, Dryden, 
Dickens, Trackeray—we are not going 
to lose all these men as representatives 
of the London which we are going to 
present to you. (Cheers.) And the fact 
that Drake had moored his ship, which 
had gone round the world for the first 
time, in the Thames, and that Cap- 
tain Cook sailed on his first journey to 
Australia from Deptford are not the 
only striking facts connecting Lon- 
don and the empire, I like to recall 
at the present moment, when historic 
buildings are being destroyed, that 
we have in our midst Lincoln’s Inn 
Hall, where Shakespeare acted, and 
that we still have Gray’s Inn Garden. 
which was laid out by Bacon, 
(Cheers.) There is one other subject 
which shows us the extraordinary 
way in which London is connected 
with the empire. A few months ago 
in reading the legal columns in our 
newspapers we should have come 
across the usual sordid details of our 
police courts, the lugubrious details 
of our courts of justice, but side by 
side with these cases we should have 
seen a report of the proceedings in the 
great court of appeal, the House of 
Lords, which sat in Lendon to deal 
with a case which was no less than 
an eppeal from the Indian. judges. 
And the question the House ot Lords 
had to settled was the question of the 
rite und a ceremony which attached 
itself to a pagan festival in one of the 
Hindoo temples 1 think you could 
not have a more significant fact, er a 
significant expression of — the 
Imperial character of this great city 
of ours than thet. (Cheers.) There is 
no other city in the world which could 
produce such a fact as that. I hap- 
pen to have the pleasure of sitting 
next to the Agent-General for Austra- 
lia, and he has reminded me that the 
whole population of Australia is only 
4,300,000, but I reminded him that the 


population of London, which we re 
present is close upon 5,000,000, 
He replied very — properly, “Yes, 
}but there is another popula- 


tion in Australia; there are a hundred 
millions of  sheep—(laughter)—and 
necessarily [I thought of those two vr 
three black-coated and dismally-frock- 
ed animals which may occassionally 
be seen in our Hyde rark or #. 
James’ Park. (Renewed laughter.) 
But it remains that we of the Pageant 
believe in the greatness of London 
(Cheers.) We do not believe in 4 
little London, and now when the 
boroughs are extending their help in 
this great cause, stretching from 
Hammersmith to Woolwich, and from 
Marylebone to Wandsworth, right 
across the city, we entirely believe 
that the local boroughs contribute’ to 


the magnificent history of London, 
and it is that magnificent history 
which we hope to represent to you 


and make it live. (Cheers.) 

Sir Melvill Beacheroft (chairman of 
the London county council): My Lords 
and gentlemen, I am glad to say 4 
word in response to this toast as the 
representative of the modern wholly 
unhistoric oLndon county council-—(a 
laugh)—and I cannot help, as «at 
representative, reminding those pre- 
sent how London has improved during

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the past twenty-one years, since that 
council has been in existence. No 
one who looks back twenty-one years 
end brings his recollection down to 
today ean help but admit that Lon- 
don*now is worthy of being the capita! 
of the heart of the Empiae, And we 
are trying to teach the Londoners >t 
tomorrow to take some pride in their 
city. (Hear, hear.) It is to foster 
this feeling of pride in our city this 
great festival. My Lord, I do not often 
find that a sermon leaves much recol- 
lection behind it, but I heard a ser- 
mon in my own parish church tive 
weeks ago, and that did leave a strong 
impression on my memory. The text 
that was taken by the preacher was 
“Tam a man and am a Jew of the 
city of Tarsus, a city of Silesia. a 
citizen of no mean city,” and the 
preacher drew a vivid picture of the 
harried St. Paul standing on the steps 
in Jerusalem with an angry crow! 
below him thirsting for his blood; 
how St. Paul craved leave to speak, 
and he did not lay stress on the fact, 
as he might have done, that he was 
a Roman citizen, No, he went to the 
city of his birth Tarsus, the city 
across the sea, where he had had his 
education, a city famous for its uni- 
versity, and he relicd upon that. He 
was proud of his city. “Il am a man 
of Tarsus,” and the preacher went on 
and said, “Surely we in this country, 
in this city of London, might say, ! 
am an Englishman, a citizen of no 
mean city.’” And this is really the 
raison d'etre of this patriotism, is is 
that patriotism, that love of our city, 
of which we want perhaps 
more. (Oheers.) I was rather inter- 
ested a few nights ago, at a meeting 
in Central London, when a gentleman 
from New Zealand came up to me 
and spoke to me on the platform, and 
he said, “If you English people cared 
as much for New Zealand as we in 
New Zealand ¢are for you, then, in- 
deed, Empire would be a reality.” 
(Cheers.) And I think there was 4 
great deal in what that gentleman 
from New Zealand said. It is by tak 
ing an interest in ail that makes up 
this great Empire that you will con- 
solidate and make it what it should 
be, the greatest Empire upon which 
the sun has ever shone 

Sir George Wyatt Truscott: My 
Lords and gentlemen, I think it a 
very fortunate circumstances that the 
names associated with this toast 
should represent the county and tne 
city of London, (Hear, hear.) The 
county and the city have often of late 
years been associated in many good 
works, not only for the benefit of this 
metropolis and for the country, but 
also for imperial interests. And now 
we are to be associated again in an 
important event for the imperial wel- 
fare. I have to express the great re- 
gret of the Lord Mayor that he was 
not able to be present with you today. 
I feel that I not only represent the 
city of London here, but that I also Te- 
present those other great centres of 
metropolitan influence—the Boroughs. 
(Cheers.) And I am glad to note, my 
lord, that amongst your company to- 
day are many of the chiefs o1 the 
metropolitan boroughs of London. 
(Renewed cheers.) 4 suppos there 1s 
no man who can have a better reali 
sation of the fact that London is the 
heart of the Empire than one who has 
lately passed through the mayoralty 
of the city. In that position of Lord 
Mayor one is brought into contact 
with the civic, national, and imperia: 
life, and it was one of the great pleas- 
ures of the occupaney of the Mansion 
House to receive trequentiy during 
each week members from the other 
side of the seas who came as they said, 
“home” and who were desirous of 
shaking hands with London's Lord 
Mayor. (Cheers.) One of the hap- 
piest events which occurred at the 
Mansion House last year, in my opin- 
ion, and one which I think was 
fraught with a great deal of good for 
the Empire, was that gathering which 
took place of the representatives of 
the Imperial press. (Cheers.) Sir, I 
would remind you that London can- 
not be described as one capital. She 
is the mother of many cities through- 
@ut the British Empire. It is because 
of her limitless and yet consolidated 
position that she has such an iiiperial 
sway and that her approval stands 
today at once the aspiration and re- 
ward of the Empire’s sons.” I think 
we ought not to forget, as Mr. Gomme 
has reminded us, the wisdom of Lon- 
don in the past. We owe her a debt 
for her patriotism and prescience dur- 
ing danger periods of our national his- 
tory, and we are glad ty know tha! 
she has always judged everything 
from a truly liberal standpoint, and 
always had a keen perception of the 
advantages of the expansion of trade 
and commerce, never acting in 4 
narrow or insular spirit. (Cheers.) 
Today there is no part of the British 
Empire in which the ¢all of Empire 
is more gladly recognized than in the 
city of London. (Cheers.) The heart 
of the Empire as represented by the 
city, the county council, and the 
metropolitan boroughs, eagerly awaits 
the opportunity which will seen be 
afforded her of weleoming again re- 
presentatives from across the 
and we shall all join most cordially in 
endeavoring to promote the highest 


success of this Festival of Empire. 
(Cheers.) 
Mr. J. A. Spender: My Lords and 


yentliemen--Mr. Gomme in his e@x- 
tremely interesting speech bas brought 
before us the vastness and complexity 
of the subject whieh this committee 
has undertaken to epitomise and bring 
vividly before the imagination of the 
London and British public. He used 
one illustration which appeals to me 
especially—the illustration drawn 
from my own profession—when he 
brought to our notice a single copy 
of the Times, and analysed its varied 
contents.

She went into the witness box in 
rebuttal and emphatically denied his 
allegations, and insinuations and 
Stated that he did the shooting both on 
her and himself, qualifying her story 
with the statement that the first shot 
was fired at her by accident, and that 
he fired the rest ino his own head in 
desperation. This closed all the evi- 
dence, and tomorrow morning the, ad- 
dresses of counsel will be delivered. 
Both counsel, Mr. Ferguson for the 
crown and Mr. Hagal, K.C., for the 
defense, are past masters in the art 
of addressing juries and a sensational 
series of addresses are expected.

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FESTIVAL OF EMPIRE ; 
PAGEANT IN LONDON 


(Continued from Page Three) 


will be one of the great objects of 
this pageant not only to bring be- 
fore us the heart of the Emipre as 
London is, but to recall to us this 
illustrious city. with its own glogious 
city history, (Hear, hear.) And ob- 
viously the task before the organizers 
of this festival is an extremely difficult 
one. For when they begin to consider 
it, what is not London in this Em. 
pire, and who is not connected with 
London? I think, if I might humbly 
say so, that there are means of ais- 
tinguishing the real Londoners from 
those who find their occupation, and 
who have taken up their residence in 
London. I think as one looks througn 
the names of literary people, we could 
distinguish some at a glance. We re 
cognize Dr. Johnson as a Londoner; 
we recognize Charles Lamb as a Lon- 
doner; we recognize Charlies Dickens 
as a Londoner; we recognize, I think, 
in a measure, the poet Browning as a 
Londoner, And thete are other poets, 
great poets, great romantic writers, 
including Thomas Carlyle, who all his 
‘life lived on the banks of the Thames, 
but whose fervid Scotch spirit was 
never for a minute subdued to Lon- 
don mode, We take him as having 
honored London by making his resid 
ence here, but we cannot take him as 
a Londoner. The organizers of this 
pageant briny, before us true London- 
ers, true Cockeys in the best sense of 
the word, and we shall be able te re- 
alize in a measure that local senti- 
ment which we have often such great 
difficulty in connecting with our Lon- 
don pageant, I think it is a great 
merit of this enterprise taht it is going 
to combine both the extremes of thought 
in our minds, perhaps for the first time. 
We shall see London's history-—-we shall 
see it as our own City, and that it is no 
City history, and we look forward to this 
as a useful enterprise for the good of the 
whole community. (Cheers) 
“The Festival of Empire."’ 

Lord Desborough: My Lords and gen- 
tlemen—We all hope and feel sure from 
what we have heard this afternoon, and 
from the great gathering here of repre 
sentatives from beyond the seas, that in 
future, as England used to leok to Lon 
don to defend its private liberties and to 
defend the country from foreign aggres- 
sion, so in the future our great self-gov- 
erning Colonies will look to Britain to 
defend those liberties by whomsoever 
they may be threatened. (Cheers.) And I 
believe this great Pageant will at ail 
events have this great result, that it will | 
be not merely the glorification of Lon- 
don but’ some ¢xpression of the unity of 
cur Empire under our honored King. 
(Cheers.) T will not detain you because 
this toast will be most adequately — re- 
sponded to by the Chairman of the Fes- 
tival, our Chairman of today, who, to an 
official experience which has been most 
useful to the Council adds an artistic 
sense which is all his own, (Cheers.) 1 
also couple the toast with the name of 
Mr. Frank Lascelles, (cheers), the Prince, 
the King, and I may say the Emperor of 
Pageants, and we can congratulate our- 
selves that he has had time to stop in 
London on his way between Canada and 
South Africa. IT will not detain you any 
longer.

The Chairman: The whole meaning and 
reason of our gathering is the sum of 
the speeches, the ¢loquent and delightful 
speeches, we have listened to this after- 
noon, I will ,therefore, only briefly say 
this, that it has been the view of those 
who have been organizing this Pageant 
that if anything of this kind took place 
in London, in the great Metropolis, Lon- 
don should not b> considered as a town, 
as a city that was to be on a level or 
compared in any way with any other 
town cr cicy of Great Britain, because it 
has th’s wnicuc position, that it is, as we 
have said, the eart of the Empire. No 
history of London could be recorded un- 
less it embraced the whole of the his- 
tery—from small beginings, perhaps, the 
history of England leading on to the his- 
try of the United Kingdom and « uiminat- 
ing in the history of the Empire as it is 
today. Gentlemen, there is one other 
word that I want to say. Here, speaking 
as I have the privilege of doing, a word 
or two on behalf of the Council of the 
Festival, and those who have taken an 
interest in it, I say that we do sincere- 
ly welcome, and we are sincerely grateful 
for the alacrity, the enthusiasm, with 
which our kinsfolk beyond the seas have 
taken up this idea. (Cheers.) We have 
not given them very much time. We 
know the time is very short, and it is 
impossible to organize large bodies. of 
visitors from the overseas dominions to 
take part in this Pageant. But they 
have willingly joined with us in doing 
what they can to make this a successful 
presentation in pageant form of the his- 
tory o fthe Empire, and JT should like it 
I could—if my words would go so far--to 
send this message to them, that we de- 
sire and hope that they will feel when 
they come over here that they are as 
weleome in this country, in the old 
Mother Country, as they invariably 
make us feel when we visit any part of 
the King’s Dominions where the British 
Flag flies. (Cheers), 

Mr, Frank Lascelles; Lord Desborough, 
my lords and gentlemen,—I am very 
much honored in being asked to reply to 
this toast, because the occasion, as you 
know, ix entirely a unique one, 1 think 
we all will be ready to admit that it is 
only within the last few years, prac tical- 
ly, that the ordinary person has taken 
an interest, anything like a vital inter- 
est in, or has had any realization of 
what this great Empire means. That is 
expecially the basis of this Festival—that 
we may learn a little more about the 
various parts of the Empire, and that we 
may welcome here this summer for, Te 
think, the first time in the history of 
this Empire, our brethern from oVerseas 
to a great cocial “At home,” as it were, 
which will «xtend thronghout the sum- 
mer months of this year in those beauti- 
ful grounds at Sydenham, The surest 
way, as we know, to appreciate our do- 
minions and the inhabitants of our do- 
minions is to know something about 
them, (Hear, hear).

Default having been 
made ‘by Thos, P. McHugh, in pay 
ment of a chattel mortgage mrde by 
him in favor of the Union bunk, the 
bank caused the chattels described in 
the mortgage to be seized and sold. 
Expenses in connection with the sale 
amounted to $1,883.34, and were charg- 
ed to McHugh, who took action, claim. 
ing that this sum was $1,632.34 more 
than the law allowed under the ordin- 
ance respecting distress for rent and 
extra judici@l procedure, and asking 
judgment for three times that amount 
as well as claiming $2,500 damages on 
the sale of 207 head of horses which 
were alleged to have been recklessly 
and negligently disposed of. Mr. Jus- 
tice Beck gave decision in the case in 
July of last year, holding that 160 
horses sold on July 29, 1908, at an 
average price of $70, had not been 
sufficiently advertised and gave judg- 
ment for the plai:tilf with damages 
to the amount of $2,175. The argu-
